Mobile, Ala., March 3.--Information 


has reached Mobile by telephone, all 
telegraph wires being down, that a 
destructive tornado visited Meridian, 
Miss., Killing1 twenty-one white persons 
and over a hundred colored people, 
and damaging property to the extent 
Of $1,500,000. There were also scores 
seriously injured by being caught in 
the. wreckage of houses. The tornado 
caught the city on the southwest and 
traveled to the northeast, expending 
Itself in two suburbs where many na- 
props were killed and Injured, a whole 
tenement district being wiped out.

wide and one nsilo In length. 


Sixteen employes of the Queen & 


Crescent railroad were buried in the 
rums, and as far as could he learned 
none of them has been rescued-

found, but as the cyclone passed 
through a densely populated section of 
poor, hopes, and^ ^ese houses, caught 
ft«f iramafJfsieTy, It will take days to 
learn the exact total number of the 
killed.

Between the United States and Colom- 


bia May Again Be Severed. 


Washington, March 3. — It is a mat- 


ter of interest in diplomatic circles 
that since the United States rejected 
Colombia's offer to submit the ques- 
tion of 
BU indemnity asked by that 


government from the United States 
on account of the revolution and the 
subsequent loss of Panama, to arbi- 
tration of a third party, the Colombian 
minister to this country, Senor Men- 
doza, has been absent from Washing- 
ton. 
Ho is supposed to be in New 


York, though his whereabouts at pres- 
ent are unknown. It is feared that the 
government 
of 
Colombia, 
irritated 


through tho second rejection of their 
demands, may decide once more to 
break off relations between that, coun- 
try and the United States, and that 
tho minister's departure for New York 
was only the first stop taken on bis 
way home.
